Comments On Statement Of Reasons For Allowance 
Response to Notice of Allowance dated: May 14, 2007 

The above quoted language is inconsistent with the recitations in independent Claims 

1 and 2. For example, the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance states ". . .the 

light sources are biased against the light incident face of the light guide plate by the frame. 

whereas independent Claims 1 and 2 each recite "...the flexible PCB biases at least one of the 

plurality of light sources against the incident surface of the light guiding plate. . Therefore, 

the above-quoted statement does not apply to Claims 1 and 2 or the claims depending 

therefrom. 
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
